Oliebollen. 

Traditional Dutch Doughnuts. 

Preparation Time: 1 hour 30 min s . 

Cooking Time: 45 mins. 

Total Time: 2 hours 15 mins. 

’’Oliebollen” (Dutch Doughnuts), made with an 

enriched yeast dough and cooked in a deep fryer, 

with several fdlings. 

Author: Ena Scheerstra. 

Recipe Type: Baking. 

Serves: 25 ’’Oliebollen”. 

Ingredients: 

• 400 g of flour. 

• 2 tsp of salt. 

• 20 gr of fresh yeast. 

• 300 ml milk, (luke warm) 

• 1 tbsp of sugar. 

• 2 eggs. 

• 200 g of raisins (soaked, washed and dried). 

• 1 big apple (peeled, cored and chopped in 
small cubes). 

• Fat or oil for deep fryer. 

• Icing sugar. 

Instructions: 

• Dissolve the yeast in the milk, leave for a few 
minutes to get frothy. 

• Mix the flour, salt and sugar. 

• Add the eggs and the yeast-milk mixture to the 
flour. 

• Use a wooden spoon or a whisk (needs to be a 
sturdy one) or a mixer with a dough-hook, to 
mix everything together. 

• Keep mixing for about 10 minutes to develop 
the gluten. 

• Mix the raisins and apple through the mixture. 

• Cover the bowl and leave it to rise for about 1 
hour. 

• Heat the fat or oil in a deep fryer or suitable 
pan to 170C. 

• Form balls from the risen batter with 2 spoons, 
or an ice cream scoop, dip it in the hot fat or 
oil and let them slide into the fat. 

• Bake them until brown, 4-6 minutes. When the 
temperature of the oil is correct, the 
’’Oliebollen” will turn themselves over, when 
the first side has browned enough. 

• Take the ’’Oliebollen” from the fryer with a 
slotted spoon, place them in a colander to get 
rid of most of the fat, then place them in 
another colander layered with kitchen paper 
towels. 

• Use more kitchen paper towels between the 
layers. The towels will absorb the remaining 



fat. 


Use the same method to bake the rest of the dough. 
Eat hot, cold or reheated in the microwave. 

Dust with icing sugar before serving. 



Almond Roll (Banketstaaf). 


A traditional Dutch pastry for St. Nicolas and 
Christmas time. This pastry can also be shaped in a 
circle (Kerstkrans) or a letter. Both are a little 
complicated. 

Almond meal in Australia lacks the bitterness, found 
in European almonds, hence the addition of almond 
essence. Butter puff pastry is nicer than ordinary 
puff pastry, but often makes the completed rolls a 
little uneven. 

Don’t refrigerate the pastry, as this will make it soft 
and soggy. No problem at most Christmas parties. 

It is so delicious it will disappear very quickly just 
the same! 

Ingredients: 

Filling: 

• 150 grams almond meal. 

• 150 grams sugar. 

• 1 small egg. 

• Vi teaspoon almond essence. 

• 3 half sheets of ready-made butter puff pastry 
sheets. 

• Glace cherries for decoration. 

• Apricot jam or icing sugar. 

Method: 

• Combine all the ingredients for the filling. 
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The December KookHoek & Stuff Dutch People Like 



Put in a bowl and cover with cling wrap. 
Refrigerate for one or two days. This makes 
the almond meal swell and gives a nice 
texture. 

• Lay out the 3 half sheets of puff pastry. 

• From the almond filling make 2 rolls, 4 cm 
shorter than the length of the puff pastry. 

• Place the almond mixture in the middle of x h 
a sheet puff pastry and 2 cm short of the end 
of the sheet. 

• Roll the puff pastry with almond filling till 
almost closed and moisten lightly with a little 
water. 

• Roll the pastry till closed, pinch the end of 
pastry to close. 

• Fold the end over and press lightly. Flip the 
roll over with the seam down. 

• Put the pastry on a baking sheet lined with 
baking paper. 

• Bake in the middle of a pre-heated 220°C 
oven for 25 to 30 minutes, until nicely golden 
brown. Do not open the oven the first 15 
minutes. 

• Cool on a wire rack. 

• Warm the apricot jam and strain through a 
sieve to remove the pieces. 

• Brush the pastry with the jam or sprinkle 
liberally with icing sugar and decorate with 
halved glace cherries. 

• Alternatively, put icing sugar and browned 
shaved almonds on top.

At a Sinterklaas borrel a few weeks ago the Top 
2000 popped up in conversation, later, at a meeting 
with Dutch colleagues it somehow worked its way 
into the conversation and once again, casually 
mentioned in passing by a friend. Of course, by the 
third encounter my brain started ticking, my fingers 
started googling, and I couldn’t help but ask every 
Dutchie around. 

The Top 2000 is a real gem, a bizarre cultural 
phenomena embraced by millions of Dutchies. No 
idea what I am talking about? Let’s have a closer 
look! 


Every year the Dutch vote for their all-time 
favourite songs in a contest-of-sorts called the “Top 
2000". Dutchies cast their votes online at the 
beginning of December and the tradition first

started in 1999 by Dutch radio station ’’Radio 2.” 
This broadcast was planned to be a one-time 
event, but was repeated annually due to its 
overwhelming popularity. 

In 2002, ’’Radio 2” added ’’Top 2000 
Television Programme” featuring the top 
songs, interviews and performances, while in 
2003, ’’Top 2000 in Concert” (broadcasted on 
New Year’s Eve) was added to the empire, 
featuring Dutch artists performing songs from 
the list. 

Now here’s where things get even more fun: 

• It is estimated that well over half of the 
Dutch population tune in to the Top 
2000 every year! Yes, you read that 
correctly! We are talking over 9 
million Dutchies with ears-perked! 

• Various online “movements” take 
place to try to bump songs out of 
certain positions or get new songs into 
the top listings. 

• Numerous Facebook pages, discussion 
forums and websites announce 
impromptu campaigns and “calls-to- 
action” to attempt to influence the 
ratings. 

On December 25th the Top 2000 kicks off, 
blasting tunes across the Netherlands until the 
New Year. While other cultures eagerly 
anticipate unpacking their stockings and/or 
devouring their Christmas turkey and 
trimmings, the Dutch yearly welcome the 
commencement of 7 days of pure 
unadulterated radio pleasure. We will 
definitely add this to our list of the weird & 
wacky Dutch New Year’s traditions! 

It has been rumoured that the whole tradition 
may have actually arisen as a cheap efficient 
way to save costs during the holiday season 
(oh you Dutchies are sooo predictable!) 

Instead of paying radio DJ’s holiday pay for 
working on Christmas, why not just load up a 
set of 2000 songs to play and skip those pesky 
fees! 

Regardless of its original motivations, the Top 
2000 is a unique Dutch oddity that looks like 
it’s here to stay! Now, who was it that said: 
‘Video killed the radio star’? I suppose they 
weren’t anywhere near the Netherlands in 
December!

’’Sinterklaas” or Santa Claus? 



They are both extremely old, work in the same 
sector, wear red and have a big white beard. 

For Piet’s sake; what’s the difference? 

Most kids (and adults) are waiting for Santa Claus 
around this time of the year, but what they probably 
don’t know, is that the story of Santa Claus evolved 
from the Dutch ’’Sinterklaas” tradition. 

’’Sinterklaas,” a mythical figure with legendary, 
historical and folkloric origins is based on Saint 
Nicholas. For majority of children in The 
Netherlands, the most important day during 
December is the 5th, when ’’Sinterklaas” 

(St. Nicholas) brings them their presents! 

St. Nicholas’ day is on the 6th of December, but in 
The Netherlands, the major celebrations are held on 
the 5th December. 

’’Sinterklaas” wears a long red robe over a traditional 
white Bishop’s Alb and holds a gold-coloured 
crosier, a long ceremonial shepherd’s staff with a 
fancy curled top. He arrives each year from Spain, in 
mid-November on a steam-boat filled with gifts, 
together with his white horse and his black Petes. 

This official arrival is broadcasted live on national 
television. For Children, this means they can put their 
shoe next to the chimney or back door. 

Setting the shoe is more or less the equivalent to 
Christmas stockings in Australia & the USA. The 
Children will put a carrot or something else in their 
shoe for his horse. At night, ’’Sinterklaas” rides 
across the rooftops on his white horse Amerigo and 
places traditional treats and sweets like spiced nuts, 
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Being Dutch - Sinterklaas, Santa Claus 


marzipan and chocolate letters or small gifts in the 
Children’s shoes, assisted by his helpers, the Petes. 
In the weeks leading up to the 5th of December 
’’Sinterklaas” and his Petes are seen in shopping 
centres, at schools, offices and in TV programmes, 
there’s even a daily special ’’Sinterklaas” news 
programme. 

On the 5th of December, ’’Sinterklaasavond”, 
Children sing traditional ’’Sinterklaas” songs while 
they are waiting anxiously for ’’Sinterklaas” to 
knock on their door. A gloved hand from Pete 
appears to toss candies and ’’kruidnoten” (spiced 
Cookies) inside. Children scramble to gather up the 
treats. Although the Sint will usually have flown the 
coup by the time they answer the door, a burlap 
bag full of gifts will await them on their doorstep. 
Sometimes ’’Sinterklaas” will come and visit the 
kids at home, at school or at an organised 
’’Sinterklaas” party. 

He will bring his big book, that has the names of all 
Children and in which is written whether a Child 
has been good or bad in the past year and he will 
read out all about you from the book (slipped to him 
in advance by Mum or Dad). 

’’Sinterklaas” used to be much more moralistic than 
he is now and stories of him threatening to put 
naughty Children in the burlap bag and take them to 
Spain are very much Grandparents’ era. In the 
Netherlands, unlike other places, Adults as well as 
Children join in the fun. 

The Adults often put a piece of paper with their 
name in a box, which will be shuffled. Then 
everyone takes out a name from the box. They have 
to make a ’’Surprize” for the person whose paper 
they drew. The ’’Surprize” is a handcrafted object 
with a gift inside. It can be a piece of art, shaped in 
a way that resembles the persons hobby or work. Or 
it can be a gift that is wrapped in a complicated way, 
such as a gift in a block of ice, or a gift wrapped in a 
lot of paper and tape. Traditionally the surprizes are 
accompanied by a poem or rhyme written in the 




name of ’’Sinterklaas”. This is often short, funny, 
and gives a small hint to what the gift in the surprise 
may be. 

History of Saint Nicholas. 

Sinterklaas is derived from the Greek Bishop Saint 
Nicholas, who lived in the 4th century. Rather than 
on the North Pole, Saint Nicholas lived in Myra, 
located on the Mediterranean coast of contemporary 
Turkey. How this kindly 4th century Bishop made 
his way from Asia Minor through Italy, Spain and 
all of Northern Europe, is unknown, but by the 11th 
century he had become the patron Saint not only of 
Children and unwed Maidens, but of Sailors and the 
City of Amsterdam as well. There are several 
miraculous stories about Saint Nicholas, that he 
saved a Town from starvation and a story is told 
about three little boys, who dined at a restaurant 
and, after eating their fill, informed the innkeeper 
that they could not pay their bill. To extract 
payment, the innkeeper chopped them up into little 
bits and cooked them in a stew. Nicholas heard 
about the awful deed and came to the inn to find the 
boys boiling away in the pot. He told the innkeeper 
that if he, Nicholas, could find one little piece of 
each boy that was good, he would perform a miracle 
and bring him back to life. What Child does not 
have at least one little piece of good in him? 

And, so Nicholas returned the boys to life and took 
them into his care. 

There is also the story of the three beautiful sisters, 
daughters of a poor peasant. The first had very 
blonde hair, the second raven black hair, the third 
auburn hair. Each fell in love with a pleasant young 
man but couldn’t get married because they had no 
dowry. That made them very sad. 

One night, as ’’Sinterklaas” was out riding, he

looked through a window and saw three lovely, sad 
sisters. When he heard why they could not marry the 
young men of their choice, he returned to his 
palace and gave the Grampus three little bags. 

In each bag was a hundred golden ducats. He asked 
the Grampus to drop the little bags into the girls’ 
shoes, and an hour later they were rich. 

They married the three nice young men and lived 
happily ever after! 

From Saint Nicholas to Santa Claus, the tradition has 
been celebrated for at least 700 years in the 
Netherlands, when the early Dutch settlers came to 
America, they brought with them their old Bishop. 

St. Nicholas and their favourite holiday, 
’’Sinterklaas” Day. Indeed, the Dutch explorers 
dedicated their first church on the island of 
Manhattan, in 1642, to ’’Sinterklaas”. 



Over the next few generations, ’’Sinterklaas” found 
his way into American literature. In 1809, writer 
Washington Irving (a man who lived not far from 
Rhinebeck) created a jolly ’’Sinterklaas” for his 
popular Knickerbocker Tales. 

Then in 1822, an Episcopal Priest named Clement 
Moore (who also lived near Rhinebeck) wrote: “A 
Visit from St. Nicholas,” which featured a jolly old 
elf, his descent down a chimney on Christmas Eve, 
and a sleigh drawn by eight tiny reindeer. 

The Father Christmas image stuck, but he acquired a 
new name—Santa Claus—a direct derivation from 
’’Sinterklaas”. Much later Coca-Cola’s advertising 
played a big role in shaping the jolly, rotund 
character we know and love today. 

So now you know what you know, who do you 
prefer?

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The Peat Diggers Town of Hoogeveen 









Flag and Coat of Arms of 
Hoogeveen. 


Hoogeveen is a Municipality and a Town in the Province of Drenthe in 
North-Eastern Netherlands. 

One old map of the area, called this location: ’’Locus Deserta Atque ob 
Multos Paludes Invia”, a deserted and impenetrable place of many 
swamps. 

History: 

Hoogeveen’s history started on the 20th of December 1625, when 
Roelof van Echten bought a large tract of land in the district, with a 


plan to harvest it’s Peat. 


Digging For Fuel: 

Peat is formed when dead plant material - especially from mosses - accumulates over time. 

When compressed and dried, it becomes Turf (Peat), which makes excellent fuel. It bums slow and heats 
well without much smoke. 



When the Western parts of the Netherlands ran out of Peat, 
they turned to the Dutch Outback. In the 17th and 18th 
century the Northern and Eastern parts of the Netherlands 
were little more than a really big swamp with some small 
Towns and Cities built on what little dry land could be found. 
Digging up Peat in a fen was a heavy duty, but at least it was 


dry. But if you had the bad luck to be 
working in a bog you would be either 
standing in cold water up to your hips or 
standing in a wobbly boat bending over to 
dig up the heavy Peat. And that 16 hours a 
day, 6 days a week. 

The Peat workers would sleep on the bog or 
fen in self-made huts of Turf or in tents. 
Needless to say, that these shelters were 
cold, damp, and dirty. This combined with 
the poor meals and heavy work made Peat

digging a risky business. Many workers caught a disease and died on the job. Others would develop 
chronic conditions like rheumatism and gout. 

Besides the diggers, the Peat industry attracted other people like the Peat carters and shippers and a whole 
range of shops to cater for them all. These people settled along the canals through the marshlands, creating 
little villages of properly built houses. These Towns, such as Hoogeveen became known as Peat Colonies. 
Once an area ran out of Peat, the land was made suitable for farming and farmers would occupy the Towns, 
leasing or buying new farmlands from the Peat Companies. 

By the end of the 19th century, the Peat digging industry had been replaced by Coal Mining. 


Industry and Economy: 

Hoogeveen itself was established in 1636 by Peter Joostens Warmont and Johan van der Meer. 

Its coat of arms, granted 10 November 1819, is white, with a pile of peat covered in straw in the center and 
beehives on each side, representing the town's first two major industries. 

In the second half of the 1960s, Hoogeveen was the fastest growing Town in the Netherlands. Its rapid 
growth during that period led its Town Council to fill in most of the Town's canals, canals dug in the area's 
early days to harvest the Peat. This lead to long, straight and wide roads, ideal for traffic. 




The Cascade: 

This piece of water Art is the largest Artwork in the Netherlands. 

It can best be described as a meandering waterway through the Main 
Street of Hoogeveen. 

The Cascade starts with a sculpture of a Beehive and it has a Whirlpool 
at its end. 

In the centre there is a 
Checkered Stage, suitable for 
open air performances. 

The Cascade was officially 
opened on the 1st of May 1995.
